WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—(By Ben Deacon, Staff Correspondent Canadian Press)—A new light 
on the possible solution of the Anglo-Japanese alliance situation appeared through the fog of the con- 


ference speculation and gossip today. 


An indication came from an authoritative source that a plan 


is under consideration to effect an arbitration arreement between Japan and the United States. Such 
an agreement between Great Britain and the United States is now in existence, and it is believed the 
ihird side of the triangle would be filled in by effecting a compact of friendship and arbitration of all 


disputes between Great Britain and Japan to sup rsede the present treaty between the two countries.

This plan would be in line with 
what has always been understood to 
be Canada's policy in regard to the 
alliance—the substitution of some 


agreement, friendly to Japan, but un- | 
objectionable to the United States, for | 
the much discussed document which | 
is now in force.

advocates of such a proposal, The tri- 
angular arrangement calling for ar- 
bitration of all disputes between the 
three big powers, it is pointed out, 
would not involve any of the features 
of a definite alliance which would be 
unacceptable to the people of the 
United States, and at the same time 
would doubtless be considered an ac- 
ceptable substitute for the British al- 
lMiance by the people of Japan. 

A hint was given today by a Brit- 
spokesman that the conference may 
end its labors much earlier than ex- 
pected. 

Early French Settlement 

Referring to a statement that M. 
Viviani plans to leave for France on 
December 14, he declared any com- 
ment on that fact should come from 
the French delegation, but gave it 
as his personal view that there was 
no reason to doubt a seitlement of all 
matters of interest to France could be 
reached by that date. 

Regarding the progress of the dis- 
cussions, he said: 

“The delegates of Great Britain, 
Japan and the United tSates, are all 


optimistic and are quite satisfied as lo | 


the progress made.” 

This is taken as an indication that 
the fears of some observers that the 
attitude of France on the question of 
naval armaments would prove an ob- 
stacle to an agreement, may prove un- 
founded. No definite disclosure of 
France's position has yet been made, 
but the British spokesman today in- 
dicated that whatever agreement is 
finally reached, will include ‘both 
France and Italy. This was stated in 
answer to a question as to whether 
the three big powers would proceed 
to a settlement without including the 
two smaM naval powers interested 
particularly in the Mediterranean.

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Mesmerizing the Farmer? 

Mr. H. W. Wood has favored 
the people of Edmonton with a 
fresh presentation of his plans and 
specifications for social regenera- 
tion. In so doing he at least dis- 
pelled any doubt there may have 
been as to what he stands for. Mr. 
Wood no longer shies at the charge 
that he is preaching groupism. He 
now proclaims it as the new gos- 
pel of temporal hope, says that is 
the end to which he is directing 
the U.F.A. and propounds it with 
the unction of a religious revival- 
ist. Premier Meighen was wrong 
when he assailed Western Farm- 
ers generally as being infected 
with Rolshevism ; he was evidently 


right so far as Mr, Wood is con- | 
cerned, if that gentleman knows! 


what he is aiming at. Groupism 
is the basis of the soviet system 
that Lenin has established in what 
once was Russia. If the same thing 
elsewhere deserves the same name, 
the head of the U. F. A. is preach- 
ing sheer and unadulterated Bol- 
shevism, 

For the benefit of Mr, Crerar, 
perhaps, Mr. Wood says he has no 
national leader. Mr. Crerar hav- 
ing repudiated Mr. Wood and his 
groupism, it is only fair that Mr. 
Wood should repudiate Mr. Crer- 
ar. He is not, as Mr. Crerar 
claimed, merely talking groupism 
in order to get farmers into the 
U. F, A.; he is getting farmers 
into the U.F.A. to promote group- 
ism and carry it into effect. With 
the political leader the organisa- 
tion is more important than the 
creed; with the evangelist the 
creed is more important than the 
organisation That should make 
clear to members of the U. F, A. 
where Mr. Wood is trying to head 
them. They are only units in the 
army that he is recruiting to re- 
volutionise society after his own 
ideas—and those of Lenin, What 
happens to the army, or to the 
private, meantime, is of minor im- 
portance, Groupism is the ideal; 
the U. F. A. only the means for 
promoting it. 

As illustrating his idea of the 
relative importance of things, Mr. 
Wood says the tariff is not the 
chief issue of the hour; it is the 
vivisection of society into occupa- 
tional groups. Still, he complains 
about the cost of boots and self- 
hinders. But for that ‘there is 
seemingly no hope of remedy until 
Mr. Wood has persuaded the peo- 


ple of Canada that they should as- | 


sociate themselves for social, eco- 
nomic and political purposes into 
factions according to the accident 
of occupation, at least, no reme- 
dy, and no mitigant, that it is 
worth while trying. The farmer

But he may do damage, To the 
extent to which he does succeed 
he will set the farmers against the

| lationship from that of sociai in- 

tercourse and the hartering of 

| supplies to that of making and ad- 
\ministering law. Sectionalism is 
‘the end and object of his mission- 
}ary enterprise; and sectionalism 
| of a kind that could not be other 
than increasingly antagonistic. 
| Preaching that kind of doctrine 
|may be useful for getting a leader 
jinto the limelight who does not 
see how to employ his talents 
'prefitably, but no country ever got 
prosperous through a class war. 

The Alberta farmers are prac- 
tical people. They are concerned 
about making a living, and about
